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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This supplemental Allowance is being made after a telephone request from 
Applicants' Attorney, Mr. Michael Downs approximately the week of April 11, 201 1 . 

2. Claims 50-57, 59-62 and 80 are pending. Claims 50, 54, 55, 59, 60, 61 , 62, and 
80 have been amended and claims 49 and 58 have been cancelled in this 
communication filed 10/01/10 entered as Amendment and Request for Continued 
Examination. 

3. The 35 USC 1 1 2, Second Paragraph Rejections for claims 49 and 58 have been 
overcome by the cancellation of claims 49 and 58, the amendments to claims 54, 55, 
59-62, and 80 and convincing arguments and the 35 USC 112, Second Paragraph 
Rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/01/10 has been entered. 

Claims 50-57, 59-62, and 80 are allowed and now renumbered 1-13. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is "American Express Launches New Optima Card Strategy" by Paul 
Deckelman, herein after Deckelman, "The Strange Behavior of the Credit Card Market" 
by Calem, Paul S., herein after Calem, and Hoffman. Deckelman, Calem, Hoffman, and 
Canner et al. disclose providing the payment to the customer, an indication of the first 
value of the parameter of the credit account, modifying the parameter of the second 
value for the first value in the record of the parameter database, and the account 
parameter comprising one of an interest rate, a time period of the interest rate, a 
monthly minimum payment, a credit limit, a grace period, a payment amnesty and a late 
fee. "American Express Launches New Optima Card Strategy" by Paul Deckelman, 
herein after Deckelman, "The Strange Behavior of the Credit Card Market" by Calem, 
Paul S., herein after Calem, and Hoffman. Deckelman, Calem, Hoffman, and Canner et 
al. did not disclose calculating by a central controller a payment wherein the payment is 
based on a modification of the parameter from the first value to the second value and 
providing an offer to a customer associated wit the credit account wherein the offer 
comprises an offer to provide the payment to the customer in exchange for the 
customer agreeing to the modification of the parameter from the first value to the 
second value with the limitations of the other claims was not found in the prior art of 
record. 

An extensive search was performed and no better prior art was found. 
Other Relevant Prior Art 
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Stanford et al. (US 5,930,363); Leon et al. (US 4,742,457); DeFrancesco et al. 
(US 5,878,403); Bobbins (US 4,194,242); and Wendkos (US 5,983,196). 

For tliese reasons claims 55, 61 , 62, and 80 are deemed allowable over the prior 
art of record and claims 50-54, 56, 57, 59, and 60 are allowed by dependency. 

It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary art. 
Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of ordinary skill 
could not have been expected to achieve it. NOR would they have been able to predict 
the results, and as such, they would have not capability of expecting success.
